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THE CIRCUIT COURTS. 
At the stpsion of the Legislature held 
last winter, a jill was passed authorizing 
the Governor to appoint five commission­ 
ers, to inquire into the relative amount of 
business transacted rn the Circuit Courts of 
this State,and also to report as to the prac­ 
tic a lity of redistricting the State. The 
Commissioners was appointed by Govern. 
or Ludington, and was composed by the 
following 
members 
of 
the 
legal 
profession—all prominent and able law- 
en : O. B. Toomas, of Prairie du Chien 
James G. Jenkins, of Milwaukee ; J. W. 
Lcsej, of 
LaCro^e; 
M. Griffin, of 
Em Claire, and II. B. ilarshaw, of Osh­ 
kosh. Mr. Thomas was chosen President 
of the Commission, and Ilarshaw Secre­ 
tary. Several meetings were held, the bus­ 
iness of the various circuits carefully and 
thoroughly inquired Into, and the result of 
their labors is given in a report which wilj 
be submitted to the Legislature this, Mon­ 
day evening. 
There was 
a 
great 
difference in the business don J in the’ sev­ 
eral circuits. While the third, fourth and 
tenth circuits averaged over two hundred 
cases p r year, the thirteenth averaged on­ 
ly eigbty-five, and others very little over 
one hundred. To more equally divide 
the business, the Commirsion recommend 
a redistrict in j of the State, and that only 
ten judicial circuit shill be organized un 
der the new law. I he twelfth, over which 
Judge Gor ger presides and which is com­ 
poed of Rock, Green and Jefferson coun­ 
ties, will remain unchanged as regerds ter 
ritory. 
The average number of days 
Judge Conger sat upon the bench during 
the past year was 
IGO, and the average 
number of cases heard, 123. 
The Commission have also prepared a 
bill for the redistricting of the State which 
will be .submitted with this report. 
A 
j not resolution has also been prepared, 
proposing en 
amendment

which will arrange the judicial districts in 
accordance with the recommendation o; 
toe Commission. Tnis 
resolution 
will 
throw all the Judges out of office on the 
1st day of June, 1880. Regarding the first 
and the twelfth Circuit13, the Commission­ 
ers *ay : 
The First and T We lith Circuit# contam the 
counties of Rec im-, Kenosha, Walworth. Rock 
and Green, which waa the Constitutional First 
Circuit, Jefferson county being now Included. 
The labor of these two Circuits is certainly com­ 
paratively light, ami a!! or nearly all theee coun­ 
ties might well be consolidated in one Circuit. 
Yet the two Judges of these Circuit* hold their 
office respectively far sir and four years from 
January 1,1878, and cannot be deprived of their 
offices by any contrivances of consolidation of 
Circuits, by act of the Legislature. In view of 
the Constitutional difficulty above suggested, the 
Coaimtrsion Gad itself unable, with due regard 
to the interests and conveniences ot each sec­ 
tion of the Mate, aud to the tenure of office of the 
several Judges, to report any pisa of alteration of 
the circuits which can oe adopted as a permanent 
system and pat in force by mere act of the Legis­ 
lature. The difficulty uader which the State la­ 
bors has grown out o t unwise and inconsiderate 
legislation 
Ta# remedy to be effective m ust be 
radical. Unnecessary circuits should be abol­ 
ished, and the system re-established to con­ 
form to the actual necessities of the State.

The bill was prepared by Miss Goodell, of 
Janesville, at whose request it was intro­ 
duced in the Assembly. The main fea­ 
tures of the bill are these: The county 
board of supervisors in the several counties 
in the State are authorized to appoint, anna* 
ally, three persons, one of whom should be 
a woman, as a committee, who shall be in­ 
spectors of the jill in their respective 
coonties, and who shall be required to visit 
the jails at least once in each month, and 
ehyH examine fully into the condition of 
each jail as to health, cleanliness, employ­ 
ment and discipline of the prisoners.

tors shall be entitled to three dollars per 
day for their services, for the time actually 
spent in the work of inspection, and six 
cents a mile for traveling ; but no inspector 
shall be allowed to draw more than fifteen 
days’ service in any one year.

board. The bill also provides for the em 
ployment of the prisoners. 
We understand that a bill similar Lithia 
was introduced last winter but it did not 
meet with favor, and was quietly killed.

Tbe forthcoming report of Hon. Dana 
C. Limb, Railway Commissioner, fur­ 
nishes some very interesting statistics re­ 
garding the railways in Wisconsin.

Only two companies in the State—the

dividends. The former declared one of 3J* 
per cent, paid on preferred stock, and 
amounted to $429,COG 90. The latter de­ 
clared a dividend of 2 *2, which amounted 
to $536,810 OO 
Tile total number of miles 
run by passenger trains during the year 
was 4,805,900, an increase of C7.5S3. 
The 
total number of miles run by freight trains 
during the year was 11,415,199, an increase 
of 85,104. The total number ot passen­ 
gers carried by all the roads was 4,704,284, 
a decrease of 483,952, the proportion for 
Wisconsin being 2,088,223. 
The report shows that the Companies 
have been very fortunate in escaping se­ 
vere accidents, and that considering that 
over two millions of persons in Wisconsin 
rode in railway cars in 1877, only two pas­ 
sengers were killed.

Republicans against It. 


Several prominent papers, among them 
the Evening Wisconsin, favors the passage 
of the bill which pats an end to the pub- 
ishing of city charters in the State paper 
at the expense of the State. The Wiscon ­ 
sin says: “A city or village charter is of 
no interest or concern to people outside of 
the corporate limits, and tbe immediate 
vicinity; why then should the State be 
made to pay for its printing ? A publica­ 
tion in the local papers and in pamphlet 
form will accomplish the purpose of pub­ 
licity in the communities concerned far 
better than a month's publication in tbe 
Stale paper, aud the expense would then 
be borne by the people who receive, their 
benefits, if any there are.

London, Jan. 27.—The war has ended. 
Russia hog triumphed. Toe Ottoman power 
is crushed without Rrltisli intervention, 
and peace is substantially c included upon 
terms which preclude Kng’aud’s participa 
tion in shaping them. Russia also has vin­ 
dicated the prediction that she would so 
adjust her policy as to deprive England of 
opportunity for interference, which Dis­ 
raeli so eagerly sought. Since Turkey ac­ 
cepts the conditions, it is hardly possible 
that British sentiment will tolerate any 
proposition for a single handed move­ 
ment 
by 
England 
against 
Rus­ 
sia 
to 
defeat 
either 
tbe 
freedom of the Dardanelles to the Czar's 
ships or Russian occupation of Armenia as 
surety l r the war indemnity. England 
can better afford to loan the Porte the mon 
cy to settle the indemnity than spend it in 
war. ll British si-ntlment fails to see suf­ 
ficient menace to English interests in Rus­ 
sian occupation of Asiatic Turkey to justi­ 
fy that direct appeal to British pockets, it 
won t bee anything wo~th fighting for at 
still greater expense. Though at first the 
Cztr’s terms cl peace &eem harsh, the 
Turk's precipitate acceptance of tfiem in­ 
dicates that he sees how much easier they 
are than he would have made it him­ 
self 
were 
victor. 
The

demnity is only one-tenth of that exacted 
by Germany from France. Russia’s free­ 
dom of the Dardanelles, though apparent­ 
ly exacted from Turkey, is really exacted 
from England, tbe only European power

His last words were, 
“I am paesiog into the unknown.** A coup­ 
le of hours later he was removed to Wil­ 
son A Brown’s undertaking establish­ 
ment. 
A Chronicle reporter called at the Sav­ 
age works this morning and inspected the 
scene of Carpenter’s death. The bath 
room where he died was being washed and 
the blood scrape J up from the floors. The 
most ghastly s.ght was the boring machine. 
The auger which did the work was cover­ 
ed with blotd for its entire length, and 
shreds of flesh sub clinging to it. A work­ 
man informed the reporter that nearly six­ 
teen feet of intestines had been taken from 
it after Carpenter was taken into the bath 
room to die. The frame work was cover­ 
ed with blood, and almost everything spat­ 
tered with it. 
Superintendent Gillette had given orders 
to remove every vestige oi the man’s 
death, and a carpenter w»s removing such 
portions of the framework of the machine 
a? were sprinkled with blood, to burn. The 
wood which is bored by this method is 
placed in a framework and then ruo up 
against the auger. There the pieces of

Suddenly 
a workman near Carpenter observed an 
indescribable look on his face as his body 
shot forward and doubled over the terrible 
machine. It had passed like a fencer's 
sword, through bis stomach, and was pro­ 
truding at the back, lie was literacy 
impaled upon the auger, which was churn­ 
ing his intestines at the rate of from 1,000 
to 1,000 revolutions per inmate. 
In the midst of this horrible agony Car­ 
penter seems to have maintained his pres­ 
ence of mind, for lie r t himself backward 
and got off the auger, falling to the floor 
as he did so.

Even if it is granted, however, in lace of 
these incontrovertible facts, that vege’ .Hon 
exercises no perceptible influence upon the 
composition of the atmosphere in the open 
air, many persons will not be disposed to 
give up the idea that the air in the rooms 
can be improved by plan 
because, as is 
well known, every green leaf absorbs car­ 
bonic acid and gives out oxygen under the 
influence of light. This idea may seem 
the more justifiable, because, although the 
production of carbonic acid Is not j rcept- 
inle in the ^greatest assemblage o* human 
beings in the open air, it is always observed 
in confined spaces, although the actual 
production 
1 but small. In the air of a 
closed apartment, every person and every 
light burning makes a perceptible differ­ 
ence in the increase of carbt ic acid in the 
air. Must not, therefore, every plant in a 
pot, every spray, any plant with leaves, 
make a perceptible difference 
In a 
room ? 
Every 
lover 
of 
flow­ 
ers may be pardoned tor wishing to see 
this question answered in the affirmative. 
Have not even medical men proposed to 
adorn schoolrooms with plants iu pots in­ 
stead of ventilating them better, In order 
that their leaves and sterna might absorb 
the carbonic acid from the mouth of the 
children and give out oxygen in its stead ? 
But hygiene cannot agree even to this. 
Hygiene is a science of economics, and 
every such science has to ask not only 
what exists and whether it ex! ta, but h w 
much there is jind whether enough. 
The 
power of twenty pots of plants would not 
be nearly sufficient to neutralize the car­ 
bonic acid exhaled by a single child in a 
given time. 
If children were dependent 
on the oxygen given off by flowers, they 
would soon be suffocated. 
It must not be 
forgotten what a slow pre cess the pro­ 
duction of matter by plants is—matter 
which the auimal organism absorbs and 
again decomposes in a very short time, 
whereby as much oxygen is used up as has 
been set free in the pnxluction of it. It is 
tor this reason that such great extents of 
vegatatioa are required for the sustenance 
of animals and man. The grass or hay 
consumed by a cow In a cow-house grows 
upon the space of ground on which a thou­ 
sand bead of cattle could stand. How slow
